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KOOTESAY. 

Mr. Sproat's Itbport on That 
Interesting Country. 

SECOND PAPER. 

[t appears from another pari of the 
Reprot that there in a very proniiaing 
uiul large silver-bearing galena crop- 
ping on a small trihutery of (lie upper 
Columbia which in its character pro- 
badly resembles (he mines through 
Kicking Hor.se Pans, lately so much 
talked ^about. .Mr. Sprout says: 

" [n its general character, this pros- 
pect seems to resemble the silver- 
bearing galena ore lately discovered, 
near the railway line about the summit 
of the Rockies, which some think is in 
British Colombia and not in Alberta. 
This is a question that should be deter- 
mined without delay, as from all 
accounts there is an extensive silver 
yielding region in that quarter." 

We think this remark is worthy of 
consideration by the Governmeut so 
that the interests of the province may 
be secured. Canada, so far as mapping 
the region shows, claims a boundary for 
Alberta much' farther west than this 
province can admit. The true construe 
tion of the Impend Act of LSli-'i is 
that the whole map of the Rocky 
Mountains is within British Colombia. 
Suportendent Egnn of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway is o£ opinion, as stated 
in our columns lately, that 10,000 to 
15,000 men may he attracted to the 
above region in spring, in addition to 
the 7,000 or A', 000 who will be work 
ing on the railway within Kootnay. 
Silvertown, with 100 inhabitants, has 
sprung up within a few months, and 
large transactions in the mines have 
taken place under titles supposed to be 
obtainable from Canada. The Canadian 
Government is now taking steps to 
administer that section which in our 
opinion as above stated, is part of 
British Columbia. This is a question of 
vital importance which requires im- 
mediate and well considered attention. 
Wo have no wish to raise questions with 
Canada but we must (secure our rights. 

Mr. Sproat gives a graphic descrip- 
tion of the Lower Kootonay bottom 
lands leased to Mr. Graham which we 
need not repeat, having already pub- 
lished Mr. Harwell's concise account of 
their character with which Mr. Sproat 
agrees, the concluding remark: 

"I do not think there are any richer 
lands in the Province than these bot- 
tom lands of the Lower Kootenay. It 
is to be hoped they may be soon re- 
claimed and covered with ( homesteads." 

He adds however the following im- 
portant obs< rv ation: 

"It may be remarked here that if 
the lessee of these Lower Kootenay 
bottom lands near Kootenay Lake turn 
the upper course of the Kootenay into 
the mother lakes of the Columbia as 
part of his scheme of reclaiming the 
Lower Kootenay 'bottoms, the effect 
will be to reclaim, or largely reclaim 
(whether the Lower Kootenay bottoms 
are reclaimed successfully or not), 
about 20,000 acres of very fertile bot- 
tom lands along the upper, or what we 
may call, the middle Kootenay River, 
namely, that portion of its course 
between the mother lakes and the 
international boundary at the 49th par- 
allel. This largo area of reclaimed 
land would belong to ///'■ Government 
and not to the leasee." 

The troublesome Indian Land ques- 
tion crops up in Kootenay as elsewhere. 
Mr. Farwell appears to have directed 
more attention to this question than 
Mr. Sproat. The lattor says shortly. 

"It is to lie regretted that the 
abnormal trade which it was expected 
would be created for a couple of years 
or so, by the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway within the 
district of Kootenay, will not benefit 
the district much. This might have 
been useful to Kootenay, particularly 
to the eastern valley, in giving that 
start which, to young districts, as to 
young men is so important. 

But Kootenay was not ready for 
the trade, and on trying to get ready 
tins year, the continued neglect in 
adjusting the lndiun Land Question 
repulsed|inconiing capital and sottellers, 
and crushed their hopes. The adjust- 
ment of this vital question in j.884 will 
only enable beginingH to be made in 
18S5, and 1885 will pretty well see 
the end of railway construction ex- 
penditure, not only in Kootenay but 
in the Province. 

In the absence of any one in Koote- 
nay to represent the Dominion Govern- 
ment in Indian land matters, I did 
not think it prudent to make the in- 
quiries respecting reserves which J 
was instructed to make, if circum- 
stances permitted." 

As far as we understand the matter, 
the Dominion Government is entirely 
to blame. The Premier not only earn- 
estly desired 8 judicious getteleraent 



j of the question last spring but had at a 
considerable expense, two commissi- 
j oners in Kootenay this year specially 
, acquainted with land questions and 
I Indian questions, and instructed to do 

■ what was possible under the circum- 
stances. The Dominion Government 

j has a numerous ami expensive Indian 
I staff iu the Province, yet nothing was 
I done and Kootenay was sacrificed. Of 
| the two chief Indian Department 
officials, one remained in Victoria, and 
' the other was permitted to pay a visit 
I to Europe. Such occurrences are cal- 
culated to make an indej en lent journ- 
list inquire, whether the province ex 
ists for the conveience of Dominion 
officials. 

I On the question of i lie general trade 
of Kootenay the history of which is 

I described. Mr. Sproat concludes his 

I remarks as follows. 

"The approach of the Northern Pa- 

| cific Railway to the district has some- 

1 what tended to cheapen transport, but 
th>' Canadian Pacific Railway will 

' make (he most important change in 

! this respect and in the direction of 
trade. The district will be mainly sup 

j plied direct from the Cast. Our sea 

' botint cities mill hare to make rons'uler- 

'able effort to secure ti than oftla Koote- 
nay trails. Kicking Dorm and Euglo 

1 Pass stations will be. the natural points 
of distribution, but, perhaps, a rail 
way town, somewhere -between Spal- 
lmucheen and Savona's Ferry, may sue 
ceed in preventing the growth of a vil 
lage at the latter [dace. .Much will de 

j pend on the traffic arrangements of the 

, railway. 

i Good llour from the east, will be de 
liverd next spring at. Kicking Horse 
! Pass at $13,50 a barrel." 
j The two othor descriptions from which 
I we will make extracts are. (1) that of the 
[ Columbia from tin- boundary i<> Eagle 
j' Pass and (J) that of the eaaUrrtl valley of 
Kootenay-— the latter of winch ^appar- 
ently, tho best part of the district a part 
untouched by either the Aiiiavvorth or 
Graham enterprises. 

Mr. Sproat, tor reasons which he states, 
' does not class the region from the liound- 
[ ary to Eagle Pas* as of much agricultural 
1 or pastoral value, and the minerals, he 
says, have not been much prospected for. 
lie given a concise account of the timber 
i localities and tho different trees, unduly 
1 from the sawmilling and commercial point 
of view on which his experience makes 
I him an authority. lie sums up as fol- 
lows. 

| "I have said that one goes pretty well 
up tho Columbia from the boundary to- 

; wards the head of Lower Arrow Lake, 
without beiuu impressed with the sense 
of being in much of a timber country, 

! commercially viewed. It does not fol- 
low that from thence upwards there is 

; continuously available timber. .The tim- 
ber appears to bo in belts or patches, hero 

1 and there on benches, in the alluvial Mats 
of streams, and back up their courses, and 
on low ground where tho hills bend back 

■ from the water. The areas barren of avail- 
| able timber stretching as far as the eye 
[ can reach, greatly exceed those on which 

! such timber now grows. Probably great 
1 recurring tires have destroyed much of 
tho timber, and also of the sod, a suppo- 
sition strengthened by the prevalence of 

■ a small growth uf timber. Tho best tim- 
ber tract I saw is from the Upper Arrow 

i Lake to Eagle Pass, but that is not within 
! the Ainsworth Reserve. Some think the 
| boBt timber of the whole western leg may 
prove to bo between Eagle Pass and Boat 
Encampment. 

Though tho general nature of the tim 
ber region iH as above statetl, yet, having 
regard to tho waterway and the railway, 
its value is vu'-y considerable. 1 
can well understand that one familiar 
with tho excellent timber aroas of portions 
of our sea coast may undervalue tinibor 
on tho Columbia, while, on the other 
hand, men from tho timberless regions of 
the United States immediately to the 
southward may overvalue it; still, making 
every allowance and deduction, there is a 
largo body of available timber in scattered 
patches on tho western leg of tho Columbia 
and on the Upper Arrow Lake and on the 
upper portion of Lower Arrow Lake. 

I need not mention bete tho lugging 
and sawmilling facts that affect the value 
of those tracts. 

The construction of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway must immediately raise their 
value by connecting them with extensive 
treoless region oast of the Rocky Moun- 
tains that cannot be very well supplied 
with timber from distant Koewatin, or 
from the northern timbered region el" tho 
Canadian North-West Territories. Prob- 
ably all kinds of tinibor will be in demand, 
and the sinallness of the trees would not 
bo so great a defect for that eastern mar- 
ket aa it would bo for sawmilling on our 
coast. " 

The oaatorn valley of Kootenay claims 
a little of our space as the most import 
ant part of tho country , though owing to 
its remoteness at present and tho high 
prices of everything, wo do not suppose 
Mr. Sproat would recommend it as a place 
to locate, except to persons with consider- 
able moans. 

EASTKRN VALLEY- 
The oastern valley of Kootenay, forming 
| part of an extraordinary long valley al- 
| ready mentioned as stretching along the 
base of the Rockies far north and south of 
Kootonay district, is about 'JIM miles long 
from tho boundary to Boat Encampment, 
and for the most part has an average width 
of 8 or 10 miles, narrowing towards the 
i north. Tho mother lakes of the Columbia, 
2,850 foot above tho sea level, lie about tho 
centre of tho moat valuable port of tho 
valley. It is ono of the prettiest and most 
favored valloys in tho province, having 
| good grass and soil, a Due climato, estab- 
lished tfold mines and promising gold and 
j silver mines, excellent waterways, and an 
! oasy BUrface for road-making. Its chief 
! navigable water-way loads to a station of 
j tho Canadian Pacific railway. At present 

■ tho valley is aa much out of tho way as 
j Ominoca, but in two years its pcoplo will 

have tho newspapers of the world nearly, a 
couple of days before the people of Vic~ 
j toria got thorn. 

j Tho valley for about 150 miles of it 
forms a first -ohms bunch-graaa grazing 



area, well watered for stuck. Tho general 
appearance of much of tho valley is not 
unlike that of tho South Thompson abovo 
Kaniloopa — grassy terraces, slopes and 
knolls, but with a wider river bed. Some 
of the lateral valloys afford excellent sum- 
mer grazing. Tho upper course of tho 
Kootenay until it onters tho eastern val- 
ley near tho mother lakes, and also the 
Elk River valley, are timbered pine-grass, 
not bunch-grass, regions. 

Mosquitoos and gnats are troublesome 
everywhere, but not so troublesome as 
they are east of the Rockies. They are 
about as vigorous as they arc in Kumloops 
district. 

Tho total number of cattle in Kootenay 
at present, probably does not exceed 500 
— tho larger portion being owned by the 
Indians. 

Bunch-grass and pine-grass are the two 
commonest native small grasses in Koote- 
nay. I noticed also blue grass, wool-grass, 
and sheep-grass, then there are various 
kinds of swamp -grass in considerable 
abundance, rod top and blue joint sparing- 
ly, also it good deal of wild rye in the 
salty earths. Wild sago is common, and 
wild timothy can he traced across tin- 
Rockies. On the bottom lands there ia a 
considerable quantity of browsing trees 
and shrubs. None of these grasses, ex- 
cept the bunch, pine and swamp grasses, 
occur in large areas. 

Mr. Sproat discusses with clearness tho 
important question of wind-rage in ibis 
valley, and also describes the varying sod 
in its southern and northern parts 

He adds the follciwiu important remark: 

"There are 20,000 to 25,000 acres of 
bottom lands on the middle Kootenay 
River (between the mother lakes of the 
Columbia and the boundary) which prob- 
ably would be made available for arable 
purposes if the Upper Kootenay were 
turned into the abovo lakes. These bot- 
tom lands have very fertile soil, and lie 
for the most part along the base of bunch- 
grass slopes and hills. Their great value 
if reclaimed would justify tho necessary 
works of irrigation. 

I am inclined to think that the advan- 
tages of turning i hi' unper course of the 
Kootonay into i lie Columbia would out- 
weigh the disadvantage of lessoning or 
oven destroying tho navigableness of the 
stretch of. I he Kootenay down tho eastern 
valley to tho boundary. The navigation 
iH inferior and comparatively unimportant 
iu relation to locality and traffic. Any- 
how, a waggon road is required for half 
tho way, and call be cheaply made. We 
have to balance considerations. The 
bringing in of a largo, valuable urea of 
arable laud would seem to be the para- 
mount consideration. Notwithstanding 
the turning away of the upper course of 
the Kootonay, the altluents of the middle 
Kootonay and its own lakelet expansions 
would still make a considerable stream. 

Tho timber and minerals of the valley 
wero next dealt with, the latter being 
discribed as varied and valuable. 

In concluding this notice of Mr. 
Sproat's report on Kootenay districts wo 
think tho Government deserve credit for 
having taken stops to explore tho country 
and make its resources known. Under 
the administration of "Always and over 
No," which aphoristic description Mr. 
Allen with equal wit and truth applies to 
Mr. Beiivon, the country would have re- 
mained unknown. Vet the preseut mem- 
ber for Kootenay votes consistently 
against the government that has done so 
much for his district.

TUE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

When the Dominion government under 
the terms of the union with British Col- 
umbia pledged itself to the construction 
of the Canadian Pacific railway from ocean 
to ocean, it undertook to run a long fur- 
row, and whatever means were employed 
for thu completion of the work, difficulties 
might naturally bo expected before the 
end was reached. But they were diffi- 
culties from which, having once sut its 
hand to the plough, there could be no 
turning buck until the Rockies wore 
scalod and the Pacific was virtually reach- 
ed. The construction of the line wa» 
made over to a syndicate, who, for certain 
considerations in land, money and other- 
wise, uudortook the work. This syndi- 
cate waa supposed to be able to command 
any amount of English capital. They 
have (shown considerable energy in 
endeavoring to put the line through and 
actually accomplished a considerable 
amount of the distance, when their means 
seem to have given out, and they have had 
to fall back upon the Dominion govern- 
ment. The proposal to assist the syndi- 
cate iri the first instance was, that the 
Dominion should guarantee three per 
cent, on the issue of additional bonds. 
This plan failed to work; and the latest 
dispatches state that the resolutions sub- 
mitted by the government to parliament 
authorize a loan of S22,50O,0O0, payable 
in 18'Jl, and bearing (5 percent, interest; 
§7,500,000 of this to be advanced at once, 
and the remainder as the work on the road 
progresses. The latter stun is to balance 
the §25,000,000 cash subsidy grouted m 
the charter. The rest uf this sum will 
bo paid up as the road is constructed. In 
return fur this loan the government has a 
first charge on the whole ruad, which the 
amount advanced, together with the bal- 
ance of the cash subsidy due them, will 
enable the syndicate to complete without 
the issue of any additional stock or bonds. 
This ia a brief outline of the facts of the 
case, and the only conclusion one can 
come to is that the financial troubles of 
tho syndicate are likely to prove rather a 
providential blessing to thu Dominion if 
the opportunity is used judiciously. It 
is rumored that in consideration of tho as- 
sistance proposed the syndicate is willing 
to forego the monopoly clause and allow 
parallel lines to he built. Whatever ad- 
vances the Canadian government have 
made or may make they have excellent 
security — the road with its workshops 
and rolling stock, the unsold lauds, the 
fleet of steel steamers, and, in fact, every 
thing that has been provided, not only by 
the government subsidy, but the proceeds 
of §(55,000,000 of stock. It is impossible 
that the people of Canada can lose any- 
thing by such a transaction, but they 
may gain a very great dual by lending the 
syndicate any money they have to spare 
on excellent security, as it is very advis- 
able, and ii will appear more ho in tho 
future than at present, that thoy should 
have a controlling interest in this line 
from which by the bargain made with the 
syndicate* they were entirely shut out. 
When the matter was Grst brought before 
the country the scheme of handing over 
our transcontinental communication to 
the syndicate and converting it into an 
iron monopoly was looked upon by a ma- 
jority of the people with extreme aversion 
and distrust, and nothing but the neces- 
sities of the case and a desire 
to keep faith with the province 
of British Columbia would have induced 
them to accede to it. Tho example of 
large railway monopolies in the States 
were also frequuutiy quoted as instances 
of what might be expected from similar 
institutions in this country, and perhaps 
these predictions were not far astray. But 
no one ever anticipated then the lucky 
opportunity which time has brought us; 
the wealth and credit of the syndicate 
were looked upon as inexhaustible, and 
if they wished to build two transcontinen- 
tal lines it was deemed as easy fur them 
as to build one. There is no doubt that 
it is good policy in the Dominion govern- 
ment to lend the syndicate any money 
they have to spare within the bounds of 
prudence, as it is very advisable that tho 
Canadian people should have at least a 
reasonable controlling interest in a lino 
which they have not only had to pay a 
pretty high price for, but on tho admin- 
istration of which their commercial facili- 
ties and powers of competition will large- 
ly depend. There need be no trouble, 
then, about adv uncing the syndicate a 
little money to complete a line in the 
construction of which, so long us their 
money lasted, they have shown most re

,J . W. McKay, J. I'., whom he introduced I 
.-is resident agent of his department but 
whose good offices in ihis capacity the 
natives respectfully declined. 

As the mission of their visit to Metla 
Itahtla was to impure into the causes of 
alleged nolsaud broaches of the peace and 
to stop them, a number of Mr. Duncan's 
Indians were arraigned before Mr Mc- 
Kay, for pulling down a house thu pro- 
perty of one of Bishop Ridley's adher- 
ents. 

Without at all discussing the details of 
this cusu or passing any comment on its 
merits, it suffices to say that the accuse 
after patient hearing and investigation, 
were convicted and asked to tnve bonds, 
with a nominal security that they would 
keep the peace, with tho usual alternativ e 
of going to gaol. 

They refused to sign any bonds in a 
Bomowhiit defiant manner and to thu sur- 
prise of everyone, not excepting the con- 
victed culprits, they were allowed to go 
at large. Mr. McKay left by canoe for 
Port Simpson and Doctor Powell nailed 
away on thu Mutine, having doubtless ac- 
quired much useful information but to 
the Indiana tfiiB visit has been a source 1 
of great evil.

the New; and of which the Premier City of 
the Pacific Province, Victoria the beautiful, 
will form an important link.

KailMay Grants* 

A private bill has been presented to the 
house praying for the incorporation of a 
company to construct a line of railway 
from Kamloopa to Cariboo. The peti- 
tioners state that the capital stuck of the 
company shall bo equal to §10,000,000, 
and that the line shall be surveyed within 
nix months after the government is pre- 
pared to set aside the lauds asked for aa 
a grant, which comprise alternate aectiona 
of 40 acres each (good, bad and indiffer- 
ent) extending back a distance of fifteen 
miles on each- side of tho railway lino from 
a point on tho Thompson river on the 
northerly boundary of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway tutbo 53rd parullel, north lati- 
tude. The petitioners promise tho rail- 
way shall be commenced within six 
months after tho completion of the C. P. 
It. between Winnipeg and Port Moody, 
and completed within four years there- 
after. They further stipulate that the 
real property of the company shall bo free 
from provincial taxation for a period of 
six years after the passage of the act, un- 
less it be alienated, and that till tho per- 
sonal property of the company iu British 
Columbia shall be free from provincial 
taxation until two years after the com- 
pletion of tho said railway. In view of the 
fact that some of tho lands that would bo 
included in this railway lull have been ab- 
sorbed by tho Canada Pacific railway, the 
petitioners further require the grant of a 
block of laud extending from the easterly 
end of Francois lake lu the junction of 
the Nochaco and Chilaccoh rivers, a tract 
tract do miles in length and 10 miles in 
breadth, said to contain 22 1,000 acres. 

The government of this province is a 
progressive one und is desirous uf facili- 
tating every work calculated to develop 
the resources of tho country. But there is 
such a thing as paying loo high a 
price lor benefits received, and it is pos- 
sliilo the government may regard tho 
prayer of the petitioners in this light. The 
construction of a railway, it is true, often 
materially increases the vuluo ut land in 
ila vicinity, which might perhaps other- 
wise lay useless for a much longer limn. 
Easy and cheap communication is a great 
boon anywhere, and especially so in a now 
country uf groat distances, where vast 
tracts exist whoso only bar to prosperous 
settlement is a want of easy access. While 
thoroughly appreciating thu prosperity 
the country migli derive from the faith- 
ful construction uf this and other pro- 
posed linos uf a similar character, it is a 
matter id doubt whether the clause re- 
serving the lands above mentioned will be 
retained intact. "Aim for a kingdom, 
and you'll get a dukedom,' is an old pro- 
verb, and some such idea may possibly 
have been present in tho minds of tho 
frinners of the bill who, we cannot but 
feel, would have stood a greater chance of 
success had they been more observant ot

in 1882 to oo por cont , atul in 188L5 to-lii 
por cont. During the current year it ia 
estimated that it will not amount to 37). 
per cont. In 1881 tho importations from 
tho United States were over ninety-throe 
bushels; in 1882 they hail fallen to 85; in 
1883 toaoventy-fivo millions. The iru- 
porcanco of this truth lies iu the fact aa 
pointed out, that notwithstanding the do- 
crease in American wheat importation, 
the total importation of wheat into Groat 
Britain have increased. Tho principal 
rivals to the United States are India and 
Rusaia. In 1881 Russia exported to 
England but eight million bushels: in 
1882 nineteen millions; and in 1881! tho 
quantity had increased to twenty -seven 
millions. From British India the in- 
crease iu wdieat sent to Great Britain has ^ 
boon almost equally groat. In 1882 it 
sent fifteen million bushels; in 1882 seven- 
teen millions, and in 1833 twenty-three 
millions. These tigurea show that dur- 
ing the laat three yeara England has in- 
creased its wheat importations from India 
and Ruaaia 117 per cent., while alio haa 
during the same period decreased its im- 
portations from the United States 20 per 
cent.

Earning* ami the Cost ol Liv- 
ing. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson estimates, with 
reference to the average product and coat 
of aubaistence of each poraon in this coun- 
try, that 90 por cent, of each year's pro- 
duct represents its coat, ami that 50 cents 
a day represents the average measure of 
the subsistence of each person. Prof. 
Levi estimates the annual income of the 
Britiah people at£l,000,000,000,tif which 
sum £436,000,000 represents the earnings 
of tho 20,000,000 of the working classes, 
and £504,000,000 the revenue of the re 
maining eleven millions. Tho gross per- 
sonal expenditure of the working classes 
each year ia £4211,000,000 and of the 
higher claases £454, 000, 000. Only a mo- 
derate proportion uf these sums ia con- 
sumed iu luxuries, but th e curious fact ia 
shown by Prof. Levi's figures that the 
working classes apond more proportion- 
ately inthesc directions than the wealthy 
classes -the proportion being 20 per cent, 
for tho former and 14 per cent, for tho 
latter. Tho outlay on luxuries ia dimin- 
ishing in comparison with that on neces- 
saries. Prof. Levi discriminates between 
that expenditure which ia only apparent 
Thus personal expenditure ia when the 
monoy leaves the original owner. Ho 
apenda it (or one thing and another, some- 
thing that ia necessary and something that 
is superfluous, and it doesn't particularly 
matter, so far as ho ia concerned, what 
becomes of tho money after it haa left 
him. But it matters to the community 
and to tho nation; for if the money be 
only sufficient to remunerate the labor of 
creating the thing bought the money may 
bo regarded as absolutely spentjbut what- 
ever of tho price of the article represents 
profit to tho seller is a mere shifting of 
money, and tho means of employing 
labor from one man to another man. Tak- 
ing thia distinction into consideration, 
Prof. Levi, estimates that, while the Brit- 
ish nation seems to apond annually £878,- 
000,000, the not exponditiuo ia only 
£084,700,000, which ia all that ia actually 
made away with. The other £103,300, 
000 consists of taxes and profits on dis- 
tribution, and a considerable portion of 
thia ia levied upon tho luxuries consumed . 
Prof. Levi computes tho savings of the 
laboring claaaea at £13,000,000 a year, 
and those of the rest of the community at 
£110,000,000, ao that three ia an an- 
nual surplus of £123,000,000 carried over 
to swell the capital of the nation, and 
augment its reproductive powera. Thia 
is a very favorablo oxhibit for timea 
which havo been regarded aa hard.

The Logic of Llc^ttCC. 

To tue Editoh. — In my last 1 showed 
that the liiiuor truffle is subjected to treat- 
ment that could not b<j applied to any 
other business without boiu^ regarded m 
the grossest indignity. It is equally true 
on the other hand thai it in buttreaaod up 
in the popular mine, l>v reasons which 
■would not be allowed to pass unchalleng- 
ed for a moment if used in reference to 
anything else. 

For example if we proceed to developo 
what La latent in the principle of limitation 
in the number of licenses issued we shall 
sco how it plays fast and loose with con- 
sistency upon any other supposition than 
that its logical issue is prohibition. 

Let us postulate the general remark 
that liquor traffic is either right or wrong, 
and then test tho principle above mention- 
ed in both cases and see what the out- 
come must bo in each, and tirst let. us as- 
ouiro the business to be ri"ht. It will then 
follow that if it is right for one person it 
cannot in tho same sense bo wrong for 
another. Yet is it not true that tho great 
majority of tho people are hy this same 
limitation principle prevented from en- 
gaging in the trade even if they wished to 
do.soT This is the enforcement of pro- 
hibition upon 990 out of every thousand 
in this city, whilst the favored 10 are per- 
mitted to sell and get gain. 

This state of things introduces us to n 
practical paradox. A paradox, however, 
-whilst always suspicious, is not. necessar- 
ily false, but to be tested. Let us test 
this one. 

It cannot be said that you limit tho 
number of licenses granted lest tho busi- 
ness should be destroyed by over-compe- 
tition and thus be lost to the community. 
Therefore it cannot be done for the Hake 
of the business itself. 

Neither would anyone seriously hold 
that all the rest of the people ought to bo 
prohibited from engaging in the business 
in order that the few who are licensed 
may be protected whilst they avail thorn - 
aclves of the privilege thus procured to 
make money out of it. That they d« en- 
joy this advantage is however none tho 
less a fact. Nevertheless the intention is 
not to create a monopoly for the few when 
tho majority are prevented from going in- 
to this trade. It is a monopoly, but dif- 
fers widely in its origin from that garrot- 
ing and cut-throat method of gaining 
wealth by which some mon or combin- 
ations seek to put all competitors out of 
tho way so that they may have all the 
tield to themselves. Therefore we conclude, 
secondly, that it in not for the take of the 
dealer this thing is done. 

It is, again, equally difficult to see how 
upon our supposition it can be done in 
the interests of the public. If tho danger 
is that people will drink too much then 
orohibitiou is applied at. the wrung point 
since the proper way to provide against 
this contingency would be to limit the 
quantity to bo sold to each person rather 
than to limit the number of those who are 
to sell. To say that it is done in order to 
reduce tho evils of a traffic which is yet 
inherently right is too absurd to be ser- 
iously considered. 

If then we assume the inherent right of 
the trallic in drink we here find ourselves 
lloundoring in a dilemma from which our 
logic will try in vain to extricate us. 

If we next consider the other alterna- 
tive and assume the traffic to be inherent- 
wrongly ; then to say it is necessary is tu 
allow our credulity to strangle our reason 
since nothing can be morally wrong and 
yet in justice necessary. To defend it by 
protective license cannot itself be right, 
neither can such a course by any species 
of moral alchemy transmute t he traflic 
into a right, although many soem to bo 
unablo to shake themselves from the 
mental thraldom that legislation, some- 
how, does possess- that potent charm. 

We, therefore, reach the conclusion up- 
on this point that we do not license in or- 
der to make a bad thing good. 

If then they hold the drink traflic to be 
indefensible in itself, in what light can 
temperance people look upon and in what 
way favor restrictive measures short of 
prohibition ( I answer, upon the same 
principle that you would act in cuso of 
danger from a mad dog you were not per- 
mitted to kill, you v>ould at ioast use 
means to prevent it from biting yourself 
and others as far as you possibly could. 
So in this case when we cannot do what 
we would we do what we can. 

The only way in which any theory o 
liconso can bo made to hold together is 
regard it as an attempt at repressing an 
as far as possible keeping in bounds an 
evil, which for some cause cannot as yot 
bo prohibited. If all thought with tom- 
peranco people that cause would bo quick- 
ly removed. Accordingly thuyaro agita- 
ting in the direction pointed our, by the 
logic of restriction, believing as they do 
that to limit the number of grog shops in 
order to prevent a larger amount of in- 
jury is tho very principle whoso legiti- 
mate outcome is that there should be none 
at all. 

Legislation, also, is gradually approxi- 
mating io this idea. Each advance is a 
new indictment of the traffic in tiie judg - 
ment uf law as an iniquity that ought not 
to be but somehow is. On ihe other 
hand it is at the same time a compromise 
with the evil. This recourse to progres- 
sive restrictive legislation is a slow pro- 
cess of tightening up on the business with 
a view to ultimate strangulation. 

The conclusion, then, must be that 
either the liquor trade is an evil that 
ought to be throttled by prohibition as 
spoodily as practicable, or that all legisla- 
tion by limiting the number of licenses is- 
sued is unsound in principle and that all 
■who wish it, and are willing to comply 
with the conditions, should obtain license 
to sell. 

Which of these alternatives we shall ac- 
cept will, of course, depend upon our 
judgment as to the nature of the traflic it- 
self. 

The trend of event* looks ominous for 
the liquor dealers' trade. The best ele- 
ments of modern civilization are suroly 
marshalling for its overthrow. The tem- 
perance people are not unjust enough to 
say that all who do not join their ranks 
are the secret or open allies of the liquor 
traffic. It is at the same time no little to 
•their credit and a strong presumption in 
favor of their principles, that they have 
amongst thoir enemies and detractors all 
that fraternity of the baser sort, the disso- 
lute and the roughs upon which the saloon 
may count as its faithful allies. 

Temperance people as such are not 
greatly concerned as to whether tho new 
Dominion liquor law is constitutional or 
not. The question will soon be decided 
by the proper authorities. That politi- 
cians and others arc of opinion that the 
bill is contravention of the IB. N. A. 
Act is no evidence that they do not wish 
it were otherwise. The longer the matter 
is kopt in discussion tho better for the 
temperance cause. Tho agitation that 
had to be carried on by despised temper- 
ance advocates is now prosecuted in the 
highest places in the realm. Thus history 
repeats itself and events carry principles 
uncompromisingly to thoir issues 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 31. — During the 
annual bowl-breaking at the university ui 
Pennsylvania this morning, the students 
got into the street and destroyed consid- 
erable property. Some of them had their 
clothing torn and were almost nude. Po- 
lice ^arrested oue; r studeiit, and. were fol- 
lowed to the station-house by his com- 
rades, who were pelting the officers with 
bricks, 'stones, etc. In front of the sta- 
tion-house another student was arrested. 
The howling students numbered fully 000. 
During tho disturbance four pistol shots 
were fired, and one man ,waa shot in the 
hand. 

Fort Wayn'K, Jan. 31.— A sensation 
this morning was caused by the arrest of 
M. Bennett, while claiming a trunk at 
the Pennsylvania depot. Officers com- 
pelled Bennett to open the trunk, on ac- 
count of the strong odor, and the dead 
body (nude) of a white man was discover- 
ed doutiled in the trunk. Bennett is a 
medical student, and satisfied the officers 
that ho obtained the body at Lima, Ohio, 
in a legitimate manner, and was released. 

Nkw York, Fob. 1. — Governments 
firm. In railway bonds the feature was 
-Northern Pacific first, selling up to 100. 
The stocks opened firm, but in the tirst 
fifteen minutes there was a decline of j 
to j per cent. The decline was soon re- 
covered, but subsequently fell. From 47$

general list fell off J to J per cent. After 
1 o'clock prices again began to harden, 
ami during the remainder of the afternoon 
steadily increased in strength.
